On February 24 you asked that we reconsider the U.K. proposals to 
(l) relax the embargo on frequency division multiplex equipment, 
as described in C0C0M Doc (66) 1523/1, and (2) delete the embargo 


on conventional coaxial cable, sub-item 1525 (e). I would like to 


confirm that the U.S. will enter no objection to any COCOM exception 


case for export to Eastern Europe and the USSR of what you propose 
to remove from embargo provided that, in the case of coaxial cable. 


deliveries contracted do not extend beyond twelve months from the 


day of signing of the contract and amounts for individual trans- 


actions are reasonable and, in the case of multiplex equipment, the 


recipient government provides an assurance of peaceful end-use. It 


is not expected that this condition will cause difficulties, because 
the state trading organizations in these countries normally provide 


statements cM end use. 


Before proceeding with a re-examination of our position on export 


of these items to communist areas of the Far East, we look forward
